Field of the Invention 

This invention relates to sponge mops, and more particularly to a type known as a butterfly 
mop wherein a self- wringing mechanism transversely folds and squeezes together two wing- 
like halves holding a detachable sponge. 

Background of the Invention 

Self-wringing sponge mops are well known, and many prior art designs exist. Generally a 
long tubular handle and a detachable sponge or sponge-like material are affixed to more or 
less opposite ends of a mop head assembly that includes a self-wringing mechanism.
